Representative Drama 

By DAVID THOMAS 

Drama is as old as life itself —and 
even more fickle. Life can. to some 
extent, be predicted, for jt is rea 
sonably certain to end in death, but 
the trend of the drama, wholly de 
pendent upon vacillating public optn 
I ion, can never bf accurately ascer¬ 
tained. Indeed, one authority ha* said 
[ that a writer of drama often write* 
an excellent work, only to find tha* 
during the time since he first began 
. to write it, public taste for that par¬ 
ticular type has changed so com 
, pletely as to make his work obsolete 
Drama, then, does not register life 
over a long period of tjme as doe* 
the novel or as is often the case with j 
poetry. Instead it serves as an accur | 
ate barometer to the minute daily 
changes of social life and as a guide 
to the changing ideas of the philoso¬ 
phy of life. 

Despite the constant fluctatlons of 
the content of drama, however, there 
are certain individual dramas and 
forma of the drams that are 
thoroughly representative of the per 
iods durjng which they were written 
The Shakespearian drama, for In 
stance, so well illustrates the trend 
of thought of its time that it ha 
become classic, although differing sc 
vastly from the modern form as tc 
almost lose resemblance to it. 

Two of the greatest representative 
dramatic productions of the last sev 
eral years, according to most critics 
are Galsworthy’s “Strife” and 
O’Neill’s Emperor Jones.” These 
works, even though waitten within 
a few years of each other, are scarce¬ 
ly comparable in subject materjal or 
in the ideas which the authors try to 
convey to the reader or to the audi¬ 
ence 

' Strife” is a drama which de 
scribes a clash between two forces 
or two wills, each symbolic of an 
exjsting class of people. In my opin¬ 
ion the subject material is rather dull 
and lifeless, although Galsworthy’5 
writings always have a strong pur¬ 
pose somewhere in the background 
There seams to me to be a minimum 
of action, a characteristic which no 
drama should possess. The scenes are 
too confining to arouse much interest 
m the setting, although this lack of 
colorful variety in the scenery makes 
it easier to enact the happenings of 
the story. It seems to me. then, that 
the entire basis for proclaiming 
Strife” as a great drama rests on 
the power and individuality of the 
haracters. Galsworthy, jn spite of 
his numerous minor shortcomings, 
evidently had the one factor indis¬ 
pensable in the writing of good 
drama, namely, suspense, contained 
in all hjs writings. Nevertheless, he 
is usually conceded to have been a 
better novelist than dramatist. 

“Emperor Jones” is very nearly the 
best, if not the very best, drama 
that I have ever had the pleasure 
of reading. It has nearly all the ele¬ 
ments in it that are necessary for 
a short story as well as for & drama. 
The whole trend of the story tendr 
to show O’Neill’s reaction agajnst too 
much realism. The characters typify 
exceedingly well the racial character¬ 
istics of the negro, especially emphas¬ 
izing hjs superstitious nature. It 1* 
such drama as this that has made 
O’Neill the only internationally fa 
imous American playright (

Tennessee Grammar 
Schools Neglected 
Slays U. T. Professor

Reflections of a 
Father on Fathers’

Tennessee’s elementary schools are 
being sacrificed to the advancement 
of the high schools, declared B. O 
Duggan, professor of rural education 
at the University of Tennessee, In a 
radio address-last week. He wa* 
speaker on one of the U. T. semi¬ 
weekly broadcasts over Station WSM 
Nashville. '*> 

"High school education has been 
emphasized and glorified in Tennes¬ 
see to the distinct disadvantage of 
elementary education,’’ said Professor 
Duggan. ' Salaries paid high schoo 
teachers and the deference accorded 
them have not only attracted to the 
high school the best of the teacher? 
trained in our higher institutions, but 
have begotten the assumption that 
teaching in the high school is more 
honorable and desirable profession 
ally than teaching in the elementary 
sdhool." 

Elementary education is "the foun¬ 
dation on which all succeeding educa 
tion must be built;” hence the ele¬ 
mentary teachers should be as well 
trained, as efficient, and as well paid 
as the high school teacher, Prof. Dug¬ 
gan said. He also believes the eight 
•ronths minimum elementary schoo) 
temf {Should be extended to ninf 
months, the same as the high schoo’ 
term. 

While 94 per cent of the teacher: 
in Tennessee high schools are college 
graduates, only 13 per cent of the 
elementary school teachers are grad 
uates. he pointed out, recommending 
that every elementary teacher be re¬ 
quired to have a college diploma lr 
addition to special training in the 
course he teaches. 

Professor Duggan also advocated 
special state aid for rural countie: 
not able to provide adequately for 
the support of their schools. "It 1?

The University of Tennessee School 
of Home Economics will direct the 
work in Tennessee, with Miss Ida 
Anders, head of the Department of 
Textiles and Clothing, in charge. The 
project has been undertaken by the 
U. S. Bureau of Home Economics, 
funds furnished by the Federal 
Works Progress Administration. 

After conducting a three-week 
school for professional workers who 
are to take the measurements. U. T. 
will start on the project next week, 
measuring pupils In Knoxville and 
Knox County Schools. Scientific In- 1 
struments, designed and standardized 
by the U. S. Bureau of Standards, 
will be used in the work. 

Persons who have either bought 
or sold children’s garments will bear 
testimony to the chaos which exists 
in the sizing of garments and pat¬ 
terns,” commented Miss Jessie Har¬ 
ris, head of the School of Home Ec¬ 
onomics. “This chaos has resulted in 
disappointment, dissatisfaction, and 
financial losses for consumers, retail¬ 
ers, and clothing manufacturers, and 
in discomfort for the little folks 
whose clothes can help or hinder them 
in physical activities.”
